Phoebe, his youngest daughter, ms about 13 years of 
age In 1783 resesbered how the foully refuged to the fort at Mill Point, 
and while the Drennone and Koares and others were passing around the end of 
the mountain they heard the firing at Brldger Botch, when the boys were 
killed.

He was e 
close observer of Indian savemanta, and would make careful search for 
Indian signs before resuslag operations as the hunting seasons returned- 
The usual place for the Indians to cross the Oreenbrler River, in the 
hunting grounds mentioned, wee a passage narrow enough for thes to vault 
over with a long pola. He would take notice accordingly which aide the 
river the vaulting-pole would be on, and go on the opposite side of the 
bank fros where the Indians would be. Finally the Indians seened to have 
found hla strategy, and thereupon vaulted the narrow passage and cunningly 
threw the pole back to the other aide. This threw tbs huntsr off his 
guard. It was Saturday; he set his traps, looked after the deer signs, and 
arranged hie camp. VI11 las Collins yet living In 1901, ma sure that the 
c a aping spot ms on what ms then known at the Charley Collins place near 
Tub Mill, called Moses Springs, south of Cass where Moses Moore was 
captured by the wily Indians, In the year 1758, (Chalkey's Indax, Augusta 
Co. Court referring to Wisconsin Historical Society). 

It mo the hunter's purpose to peas the Sabbath et his camp In quiet 
repose and devotional reading of the Bible be carried about with hla for 
cospany- He had put a fat turkey to roast about daylight, and wsa 
reclining on e bear skin reading a lesson fros the Word. Preparatory to a 
season of sedltatlon and prayer before breakfast, to a habit so 
characteristic of the Scotch-Irleh at that period. Ha was Interrupted by 
the breaking of a stick, and upon looking Intently end steadily In the 
direction fros where the sound seemed to have come he saw five or six 
wsrrlore aiming their guna and novlng cautiously upon his. 

Seeing there ms no chance to escape, hemmed in as ha was, he threw up 
hla hands and mads signs for thorn to come to hla. He put tbs turkey before 
them and made signs for the to eat. By gestures and guttural gruntlngs 
they gave hla to understand that they would not touch it unless he would 


eat sose first. He did so. and thereupon they devoured it ravenously, and 
it was In no tins that scarcely a fragment remained of the bonea. 

Soon as breakfast was over, they started for their hose in Ohio. The 
prisoner was taken as far as Chilacothe and the Indiana massed to have been 
greatly elated over their capture. As a special cosplinent to their lady 
friends. It was decided that Rosea Xoore should run the gauntlet. The lady 
friends formed two line about six to eight feet apart. Vhon Moses Xoore 
entered the line, one squaw bad a frying pan and when Roses Moore passed by 
her, he grabbed the pan and started to strike the woman end he scattered 
them. After this wee done, the warrlore crowded around his. and patted 
his, and patted him and praised his. saying "good soldier." "good soldier," 
and they decided to let his live. 


Roses Moore managed to escape by gaining confidence of his captors. In 
hunting he was very successful and the Indian who wee hie keeper would give 
his ammunition, e part of which Roses would keep secret. The supply of 
assunltlon was gradually increased, and the tlse given his to be absent was 
extsnded two or threw days. With thla Increase of rations of powder end 
bullets and extension of tine he ventured to sake escape, and got a good 
start so far ahead that the Indians oould see no hopeful chance of 
recapturing his.

John Sharp, Sr. la a native of Tyrone, Ireland. He la the ancestor of 
the foal ilea of that name that constitute each a Urge proportion of the 
Frost community In the early 1900'e. Previous to the Revolutionary War he 
case In the Scotch-Irlsh Immigration that spread over Pennsylvania and Hew 
Jersey, and then aovod oouth. finally located in Rockingham County, 

Virginia. 

Hla wife wan Hargarot Blaine, whose parents resided In Rawley Springs, 
Virginia. Sht was a relative of Rev. John S. Blaine, one of the pioneer 
Presbyterian pastors in our area. After residing in RockIngham County. Mr 
Sharp and his wifo case to Pocnhontao County to securo land for the U6e of 
hid large industrious faally. Ho reached Frost in 1802 

John Sharp was saall in person, blue eyes, light hair and a florid 
coaplexion. He was constantly employed. Kargaret, his wife, was quiet in 
all her ways, vary diligent In hor duties, and patiently not and endured 
the toil** and Inconveniences of living in the woods. 

Soaa of tho first rallgloun aeetlngs ever bold in the vicinity of Frost 
were In their hone. John Sharp owned lands at frost, in the Hill County, 
Thorny Creek and on Buffalo Mountain. 

John and Margaret were our _ great grandparents. 

they had six sons and six daughters:

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TACY FAMILY HISTORY 


Randolph Barnard Tacy wao born about 1767 In France. It la a tradition 
that ha was seat to England to atudy nedlclne. Upon bla return to Fronce, 
he flew Into a fit of anger when his aether prepared a neal In a unsanitary 
aaaner. Ha throw a cup which struck her on the bead. Ha laaediataly laft 
hose and never learned the result of his action. The "Tacy" temper Is a 
trait that was passed to following generations. He practiced aedlclne 
aboard ships for seven years to escape any arrest in case his aasault had 
been fatal. 

Another article found In the Pocahontan Tinea. It was statad by John 
H. Doyle, a grandson of Randolph Tacy, that Randolph Tacy was a surgeon In 
the Prench levy under Rapoleon Bonaparte, and when the Bsperor wan banished 
to St. Rellena. be, like eo aany of lapoleon’s officers and sen case to 
Aaerlca. 

Dr. Tacy was an original character and tales about hla reaaln to this 
day. He liked his liquor and bought brandy by the five gallon kegs. Once 
the family had to go away to a funeral and to put tonptotlon beyond roach 
of the old gentlesan the faslly tied the keg high up In a great oak tree- 
Vhen the faslly got hone the Doctor was in a great way. He had put a tub 
directly beneath the keg and thon shot a hole through It. 

There is another classic about his skill as a surgeon. A soldier had 
received a fearful gunshot wound In the stoasch. The Doctor cut bis open 
and found things beyond repair. A sheep was grazing nearby, and he 
transferred the sheep's stoaach to the san. Dr. Tacy said the nan got all 
right but aver afterwards had an abnormal desire to eat grass. 

Another Is about the cure ho worked on the hysterical wife of a wealthy 
resident of Highland County, Virginia. The lady had taken to her bed. 
desperately 111, and Dr. Tacy was sent for. He took the situation, and 
proceeded to spit his tobacco on the floor and aade hlsself otherwise 
obnoxious. The lady case fron her sick bed, took a broon and ran the Doctor 
off the place. He collected what was then a good fee. 610. for the call, 
the cure was permanent. 

Dr. Tacy was expert in the treatment of certain kinds of cancer and It 
was In use at the tlae of printing of this newspaper article, about 1920 
One of the tales about this cure Is the old Doctor woe treating a case with 
good results, and a young san of tbe neighborhood slipped the written 
recipe out of the Doctor'e office. He went out west and In tlse built up a 
reputation In the treatsent of cancer. 

The following Information was taken from "Pocahontas County History 
1961", the article was written by the late Hubert Taylor. 

The first known record of Randolph Tacy In America Is 31 Aug. 1826. 
when he married in Fluvanna County, Virginia to Paulina J. Glass born 1806. 
died between 1650 and 1860. There waa no birth record of Paulina Glass. 

She wbb not listed in any of the Glass wills and her parents reaaln 
unknown. There are aany Glass families in Fluvanna County today. She soy 
have been a widow with a maiden none of Johnson am John Johnson signed her 
marriage bond. 
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Tboro was a blacksnlth In tbs shop of the Case Rill In the 1920*a, 
by the noaa of Claaa, be mob supposed to bs related to Paulina Class 
Cbarlie Tacy know hia. The blackeslth hod accidently had 3 fillers cut 
off. 


The Tacys bought 43 acres for *159. in 1632 fros Rary C. and Jordan 
Epotawood In Pluvanna County. All of thslr children were born In that 
county. Randolph was listed as a farmer rather than a physician In the 
census of 1830 In Pluvanna Co. On 30 August 1651 Paulina and Randolph 
Tacy sold to John Husphrsy two tracts of land of 43 1/2 acres and 3 acres 
for 6450 This land was located 10 or 12 alias east of Palsyra toward 
Richmond, Virginia. Today the area appears to be of poor quality for 
productive faralng. Randolph was outspoken abolitionist and node speeches 
against slavery which nay have aade hia unpopular In that part of Virginia. 
Two of hia sons were Confederate soldiers. 

On April 1. 1632. the Tacys bought 270 acres Iron Jacob and John Yeager 
In Pocahontas County. This land was a part of 30,000 aorse bold by Jacob 
Kuhn and by hia conveyed to Jacob Scoope and his executors to the Yeagers. 
Today the land le known aa the Hurphy Place along Route 28 at Boyar. At 
one tlse this wss the only clearing between the Hoavoner Acres and Bartow. 

On 1 Rarch 1639 the elder Tacya deeded their farm to son, Jaaea Tacy, 
"to have parcel land and faralng utensils now on the promises for his own 
use and benefit, nevertheless It Is problle (provided) that said James Tacy 
shall well and truly provide, keep and support In a decent and coafortable 
(had been underlined In pencil) Banner said E.B Tacy and Paulina, hls wife 
on premises with tbs necessary nursing and aedlclne with one horse and 
buggy for and during their natural lives and at their daath a decent 
burial." Paulina died within a year or two and was burled along Route 26. 

A daughter of James, Rargaret, born 1839, was probably burled beside her 
grandmother In the 1890's Charlie Tacy recallsd seeing two graven 
enclosed by a rail fence. lo Barkers were ever erected and the site Is 
unidentifiable now. 

Jasee Tacy was a Confederate Scout and died on Cheat Rountaln early In 
the war fros paeuaonla after being chased by the Yonkees. During the war, 
Dr. Tacy want to Clover Lick to stay with hls daughter and son-in-law, 

VI1 lias Doyle. He died after 1868 but before 1870. He aay have been 
burled at Clover Lick. The fora was sold in 1682 by VUllaa L. KcReil. 
adslnletrator of James Tacy, deceased, to Robert Kerr for 687. two parcels 
of land: 270 acres from R. B. Tacy and 90 acres acquired fros Oscar 
Butcher.

TACY PAKILY HISTORY 


RAHDOLPH BERHARD TACY was bom about 1787 m Franca. It is 
a tradition that ho was aont to England to study nedlclno. Upon 
hie return to France, he flew into a fit of anger when hie mother 
prepared a meal In a unsanitary aanner. He threw a cup which 
struck her on tho head. Ke lamedlataly left home and never 
learned the result of his action. The "Tacy" temper Is a trait 
that was passed to following generations. He practlcsd medicine 
aboard ships for eeven year® to escape any arrest In esse his 
assault had been fatal. 

Another article found In the Pocahontas Times. It was stated 
by John H. Doyle, a grandson of Randolph Tacy. that Randolph Tacy 
waa a surgeon In the French Havy under Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
when the Emperor was banished to St. Hellene, he. like so many of 
Napoleon's officers and men came to America. 

Dr. Tacy was an original character and tales about him remain 
to this day. He liked his liquor and bought brandy by the five 
gallon kegs. Once the family had to go away to a funeral and to 
put temptation beyond reach of the old gentleman the family tied 
the keg high up In a great oak tree. Vben the family got home the 
Doctor was In a great way. Ho had put a tub directly beneath the 
keg and then shot a hole through it. 

There Is another classic about his skill as a surgeon. A 
soldier had received a fearful gunshot wound In the stomach. The 
Doctor cut him open and found things beyond repair. A sheep was 
grazing nearby, and he transferred the sheep's stomach to the man. 
Dr. Tacy said the man got all right but ever afterwards had an 
abnormal desire to eat grass. Another la about the curs ho worked 
on the hysterical wife of a wealthy resident of Highland County. 
Virginia. The lady had taken to her bed. desperately 111, and Dr. 
Tacy was sent for. He took the situation, and proceeded to spit 
his tobacco on the floor and made himself otherwise obnoxious. 

The lady came from her sick bed. took a broom and ran tho Doctor 
off the place. He collected what was then a good fee. »10. for 
the call; the cure was permanent. 

Dr Tacy was expert In the treatment of certain kinds of 
cancer and it was In use at the time of printing of this newspaper 
article, about 1029. 0ns of the tales about this curs Is the old 
Doctor was treating a case with good results, and a young man of 
the neighborhood slipped the written recipe out of the Doctor’s 
office. He went out west and In time built up a reputation In ths 
treatment of cancer. 

The following Information was taken from "Pocahontas County 
History 1981", the article was written by the late Hubert Taylor. 



The first known record of RANDOLPH TACY In America Is 31 Aug. 
1626 when he married In Fluvanna County, Virginia to PAULINA J. 
GLASS born 1806, died between 1850 and 1860. There was no birth 
record of PAULINA GLASS. She wae not Hated In any of the Glass 
wills and her parents remain unknown. There are many Glass 
families In Fluvanna County today. She may have boen a widow with 
a maiden nano of Johnson as John Johnson signed her marriage bond. 
There was a blacksmith In the shop of the Caos Kill In the 1920's, 
by the name of Glass, ho wan supposed to be related to Paulina 
Glass. Charlie Tacy knew him. The blacksmith had accidently had 
5 fingers cut o ft. 

The Tacye bought 45 acres for S1S9. In 1832 from Mary C. and 
Jordan Spotswood In Pluvanna County. All of their children were 
born in that county. Randolph was listed as a farmer rather than 
a physician In the census of 1850 in Pluvanna Co. On 30 August 
1851 PAULINA and RANDOLPH TACY sold to John Humphrey two trade of 
land of 43 1/2 acres and 3 acres for 8450. This land was located 
10 or 12 miles east of Palmyra toward Richmond, Virginia. Today 
the area appears to be of poor quality for productive farming. 
Randolph was outspoken abolitionist and made speeches against 
slavery which may have made him unpopular In that part of 
Virginia. Two of hla sons were Confederate soldiers. 

On April 1, 1852, the Tacya bought 270 acres from Jacob and 
John Yeager in Pocahontas County. This land was a part of 30,000 
acres held by Jacob Kuhn and by hla conveyed to Jacob Scoope and 
hie executors to the Yeagers. Today the land Is known os the 
Murphy Place along Route 26 at Boyer. At one time this wae the 
only clearing between the Heavener Acres and Bartow. 

On 1 March 1659 the elder Tacye deeded their farm to son. 

James Tacy, “to have parcel land and farming utensils now on the 
premises for his own use and benefit, nevertheless It Is problle 
(provided) that said James Tacy shall well and truly provide, keep 
and support In a decant and comfortable (had been underlined In 
pencil) manner said R.B. TACY and PAULINA, his wife on premises 
with the necessary nursing and medicine with one horse and buggy 
for and during their natural lives and at their death a decent 
burial." PAULINA died within a year or two and was burled along 
Route 28. A daughter of James. Margaret, born 1859. was probably 
burled beside her grandmother. In the 1890's Charlie Tacy 
recalled seeing two graves enclosed by a rail fence. No markers 
were ever erected and the site Is unidentifiable now. 

James Tacy was a Confederate Scout and died on Cheat Mountain 
early in the war from pneumonia after being chased by the Yankees. 
During the war, Dr. Tacy went to Clover Lick to stay with his 
daughter and son-in-law, William Doyle. He died after 1868 but 
before 1870. He may have been burled at Clover Lick. The farm 
wae sold In 1882 by Will lam L. Me Noll, administrator of James 
Tacy, deceased, to Robert Kerr for S87. two parcels of land: 270 
acres from R. B. Tacy and 90 acres acquired from Oscar Butcher.
